THE PILGRIM FATHERS. 


‘ Plymouth, Mass, Aug. 2. 

The. celebrations in connection “with the tercentenary of the 
landing of the Pilgrim Fathera was brought to a climax with the 
arrival of President Harding aboard the yacht Mayflower, escorted 
by six destroyers, One hundred thousand persons witnessed the. 
parada portraying incidents of the erigina) landing. The British 
cruiser Cambrian was among the assemblage of warships in harbour. 
The Naval. Attache represented the British Embasay.. President 
Harding, in an address, hoped that the coming disarmament con- 
ference would bring the world a new era of peace and freedom. He 
characterised tha international situation as “more than promising” 
and said the seeds of tolerance and understanding planted by the 
Pilgrim Fathers was beginning to bear fruit a thocsandfold inter- 
nationally. 


FLYING TO THE NORTH POLE. 


Washington, Aug. 2 

‘Mr. Edwin Nanity, a physicist who has for long been interested 
in aviation, announces his intention of Aying to the North Pole in 
September. He proposes to start from Point Barrow, Alaska, and 
proceed to Spitzbergen and North Cape observing, en route, the 
ocean, air and ice currents. The aeroplane will carry Jour men, 
ineluding Naulty, is expected to average one hundred miles per hour 
and will carry fuel for fifty hours’ dying. It ts intended to make several 
landings on polar ice, but if this is impracticable the aeroplane will 
fly fifteen hundred miles to Spitzbergen without landing. Hf success- 
ful other flights will be attempted to settle definitely the location 
of the magnetic pole and the determination of the magnetic polar 
verticity. Naulty’s son Leslie is proceeding to Europe.to arrange 
the continuation of the flight from North Cape via the Scandinavian 
Capitals to London. 


GRAECO-TURKISH WAR. 
Paris, Aug. 2.

Preceded by a most modern ice-breaker, a trade expedition of 
five ships is leaving immediately for Siberia carrving eleven thousand 
tons ef “commodities, principally machinery, teols and railway 
material. Two of the vessels left Liverpcol yesterday and will be 
joined by two British ships from Hambarg and one Norwegian ship 
from Gothenburg. They are proceeding by the Kara Sea to uthe 
mouths of the Obi and Yenisci whence th - hape to penetrate two 
thousand miles into Asidtic Ruasia bringiay back in October fifteen 
thousand tons of Siberian products. If successful. the expedi tion 
will be the forerunner of a regular trading service.

‘TROUBLE ON FERRY 


Sequel In Court. 


“Mak Cheuk Nam and Av Cheon 
Fai were charged before Mr, R. EL 
Lindsell at the Magistracy yester 
day afternoon with demanding 
money from Wong Yan with 
Tenacea, Complainant is a ticket 
collector in the 
Eastern Perry Company, which 
operates the.

. Two other charges were also 
preferred against defendants, viz. 
intimidating Wong Yan with 
intent to alarm him = = and 
with threatering him with 
a view to forcing him te do 
an act which he was not bound 
to do by law. These were 
alternate charges, 

Outlining the circumstances of 
the ease, Mr. Dennys said that on 
the afternoon of July 10th. second 
defendant attempted to force 
through a barrier on the ferry 
wharf at Hanghom without a 
ticket, bat was prevented from 
doing so by complainant. A 
atruggle ensued and an Indian 
constable, who we3 on daty near 
the whar?. chased defendant and 
caught him. Defendant escaped, 
however, by slipping off his coat. 
Nothing more was heard about 
the incident until the following 
day when ‘the second defendant 
and a party,of men interviewed 
complainant and made various 
threats to nim and a claim for 
compensation for the coat, which 
defendant bad lost. In conse- 
quence of his report. to the 
Monager of the Eastern Ferry 
Compans, complainant was trans 
ferred to the Kinshan whart, the 
Hongkong wharf used by the com- 
‘out his transference did 
not put an end to the trouble for 
several days later both ‘defendanta 
went to the Kinshan wharf and 
told complainant “You have got 
to settle this matter, otherwise you 
will get into trouble.”

Marquis Okuma on the 
Proposal. 


Enterviewed by a Kokusai ra- 
presentative. Marquis Okums 
made the following statement 
tegatding the conference propos- 
ed by President Harding: 

“lhe solution of the arms- 
ment restr ction problem may be 
achieved by the example boing 
first set by such feading naval 
Powers as Britain and Amorica. 
While it is open to question how 
far the conference proposed by 
Americs will contribute towards 
the realization of the aim in view, 
the attemp! is highly worth while. 

“Great respect is due to the 
United States which has.had the 
courage and: diserction to make 
such an important proposal at 
this jancture, when every nation 
is weary of hostilities and anxious 
for lasting peace. Japan will 
certainly’ b- among those Powers 
who will enjoy the greatest benafit 
from an agreement for armament 
limitation, since a considerable 
portion of the military expenditure 
can in futtre be invested in more 
urgent and more effective ev- 
terprises. This gratification ‘will 
be shared by all the otoer Powers 
who participate in the convention. 

“The present sitaation reminds 
ma of the remark msde some 
time azo by one of the most dis- 
tinguishe} American visitors to 
this country. Ee stated that if 
America rea'ly wants to ensure 
the world’s peace she ought to de- 
steoy all ber warships at.once and 
theninvite the world Powers to 
join ber in efforts for the 
establishment of permanent 
peacs. The remark was rather 
eccentric but nevertheless con- 
tains a ssrious truth. 

“The difficulty of the realization 
of the proposed restriction is-en- 
hanced by tbe fact that thd nations 
ate not yet controlled by perfect 
moral principles, and also as the 
latest developments of science 
render it quite possible to con- 
struct: submarines and other war- 
ships within a remarkably Simited 
period. 

“ This, however. does notin the 
least alter the fact that. at this 
juncture when the League of 
Nations has been called into ex- 
istence through the efforts of 
Britain, America and France, 
even if not ia a very perfect'form, 
that the theory of armament res- 
triction has a tendency to cry- 
stallize into tangible shape. and 
the proposed conference is wel- 
come as joyful news to all man- 
kind. .

politics, . 

“As all the world knows," con- 
tinned the Viscount, “F bave 
devoted many years of my life to 
the promotion of peace and yood- 
will between Japan and the other 
nations of the world, ‘and the 
American proposal is in fall 
aceard with my desires. Qnly a 
fow weeks ago, I addressed the 
the meeting of the united Cham- 
bers of Commarce of Japan, and 
not only urged all’ present to 
become membars of the Japan 
Society of the League of Nations, 
bat also asked for their support 
of my proposal to invite the 
London and Now York Chambers” 
of Commerce to co-operate 
with the Chambers of Com- 
merce.in Japan in‘bringing about 
a limitation of armaments. 
Again,.at the beginning of this 
moath, I had ean opportunity of 
speaking to the America-Japan 
Society anc used the occasion to 
put forward the same idea. So 
that you will understand that the 
proposal now advanced by Mr. 
Harding is one that is vers near 
to my heart.” 

Mr. Foilyama told the corres- 
pondent that he was on the point 
of putting into effect Viscount 
Shibusawa’s sugcestion and of 
telegraphing to the Chambers of 
Commerce in London and New 
York asking their co-operation 
in furthering the disarma- 
ment ides. He therefore wel- 
comed the American President's 
move, which was io line with the 
ideas of the Japanese business 
world, n 

q_ Up to quite recently, be said, 

Japan’ found it neccessary to 
maintain a large army in order 
to meet possible dangers in 

sia, bot as the menace no 
longer existed. he thought is 
quite possible to reduce the army 
to tha limits of national safety. 
American naval expansion too, 
he though’, had tanded to make 
the people of this country 
uervous, but if the “American 
Proposition is backed up with 
sincerity, it becomes unnecessary 
for Japan to keep op such & large 
array of warships. 7 

“And so necessary.” he con- 
cluded, “is some form of relief 
from the present excessive de- 
mands of armament expenditure, 
that any scheme that will help to 
lift that burden must be heartily 
welcomed and accorded warm 
seppart.” .

Very 
often a Chinese student, though 
living ia Japan for ten years or 
more, cannot gain an intimate 
friend among the Japanese, 


This is not so much becauso 
‘of the unsocial nature of the 
Chinese, says the Asahi, as 
because the Japanese do not 
open their hearts te them, 
keeping them always at arm's 
length. The Japanese and Chinese 
students never mix together in 
cordtalfriendship in theirscbools, - 
while outside the schools, tha ~ 
Chinese stcdents are indifferently 
treated by the Japanesa public, 
so long as there is no money to 
be“ got from. them. Their 
daily life is indeed & very uncom- 
fortable and difficult one. 
Cormitories of the Japanese 
shut their doors against them, 
while Japanese lodging houses 
make a point of charging exor- 
bitant reots, some houses 
‘actually refusing to take them 
as lodgers. There is .another 
vexatious factor in the shape of 
the police. Whenever meetings 
are held by Chinese atudents, the - 
police insist upon offering 
unwarranted interference, no~ 
moatter how unharmfnl they may 
be. Such an attitude on tha 
part of the Japanese authorities 
and people naturally borts 


their pride and susceptibilities: 


a good deal. They soon come to 
find their life in Japan un- 
bearably unpleasant, and de- 
cide to go home. _ Their 
experiences in this country, when. 
related to their friends at home, 
have the nateral effact of dis- 
couragiog them ia « desire to 
visit Japan in the prosecution 
of their’ studies. The con- 
sequence is the present remsrk- 
able falling offin the number of 
the Chinese students, which was 
given as 3,683 in June.

OUR. PRISON, 
Report for 1920. 


. The report of the Superintond- 
ent of Prisons for the year 1920, 
states that thenumberof prisoners 
received into prison during the 

, year was 5,153, a decrease of 59 
as compared with the ynar 1919. 
There was an increaseof prisoners 
convicted for‘larceny during the 
year, the number being 1,179 
against 1,048 for the previous year. 

Fifty toree per cent. of the total 
admissions to prison were Re- 
venue Grade prisoners. 

There were 750 punishments 
awarded for ‘breach of prison 
Jisciplina as compared with 
723 for the preceding year. Cor- 


poral punishment was inflicted in 
one case for a prison offence. 
One hondred and seventy-four 
prisoners were whipped by order 
of Courts. There was no escape 
or attempt to eacape. There were 
20 deaths (11 natural causes and 
9 executions). Long-sentence 
prisoners of good conduct are 
employed at industrial labour. 
7,006,540 forms were printed and 
issued to various Government De- 
partments and 32,880 books bound 
and reyaired. A Branch Prison 
was opened at Lai Chi Kok on 
the 17th March, 1920. The daily 
average at this prison was 126.A

EVERYONE TO BE SEARCHED, 

Tha letter which the Commis- 
sioner writes is dated July 12, 
1921. In it be states that ha has 
received an official telegram from 
the Super-Tuchun at Wuchaag 
directing the. local magistrate 


andpolice to investigate thorough-) 


ty for bad characters, who might 
ta cencerned in opium dealing or 
indiaturbances, This letter has 
bees recaited by various Ichang 
mapegers of forcign firms. ° 

In the communicatisa, the 
Commissioner goes on to saythat 
after consulting together, the local 
magistrate and police authorities 
have _notat that there is nothirg 


i the Super-Tuchun's telcgr: 
tosignify intended exemption of 
fareign firms or property from 
sych a Beatch, Ther havo re- 
queated him, therefore, to notify 
not only the foreign consuly, bat 
also, the foreign firms, hospitals, 
schools and missions that their 
property may be subjected to 
police search. 

FOREIGN TREATY RIGHTS. 

lt is particularly pointed aut 
that as foreigners residiog in 
ishang are not protected by con- 
cessions as in Hankow or Shang- 
hai, end as they are merely living 
on Chinese territory surrounded 
by Chinese, thay are subject to 
the same Municipal regulations 
ae the Chinese. * 

Thore is nothing in the Chinese 
Commissioner's letter to indicate 
respect for foreign tresty rights, 
acquired and conserved af so 
preat a cost to the foreign Powers, 
and particularly to Britain. 

. Such a proposal that the police 
without legal warrant should 
neareb indiscriminately would ap- 
pear extraordinary even in our 
own home countries, where io 


" time of peace it would be con- 


sidered a violation of the constitu- 
tional rights of tho householder. 

Perhaps this surprising docu- 
ment is one more indication of 
the gradual decline inthe prestige 
of the foreigner in this part of 
China, Treaty clauses procecting 
the’forvitner ‘from interference 
and those making his Consul the 
medium of atl intercourse with 
Ciisese officigldom equally ap 
peadr to be forgotten or thrown 
overboard. 

Foreigners ebiefly affected are 
“British, American, Belgian, and 
Fapanese. It may be especially 
interesting to see what measures 
wilk be taken by the various 
soverninenta concerned to deferd 
their“treaty rights. 
‘ A SHAR REJOISDER. 

Immediately. on receipt. of this 
hatter, the local foreigners entered 
a vigorous protest. A representa-

‘Foreign Alfgirs to say thst bis

Such prompt anddefinite 
results as these brought from the 
Commissioner a considerable 
modifcation of the order.
